Northwestern  got  off  to  a  fast  start 
in  its  first  season  of  competition  in 
the  newly-formed  Gulf  South  Con- 
ference, a  league  comprising  10  teams 
in  four  states. 

Head  Football  Coach  George  Doher- 
ty,  in  his  first  season  at  the  helm, 
got  the  Demons  rolling  with  five 
straight  victories  after  a  season  open- 
ing  loss   to   Southwestern   Oklahoma. 

The  Demons  bounced  back  to  de- 
feat Stephen  F.  Austin  (20-7),  Bishop 
College  (32-12),  Northeast  Louisiana 
(17-7),  Delta  State  (12-0),  and  Flo- 
rence State  (14-7).  The  SFA  and 
Northeast  games  were  designated 
conference  games  and  Delta  and  Flo- 
rence were  regular  league  opponents. 

Halfback  Donald  Johnson  and  kick- 
mg  specialist  Randy  Walker  were  the 
stars  of  Northwestern's  first  six 
games.  Johnson  rushed  for  610  yards 
on  88  carries  for  a  6.9  average  per 
carry  and  five  touchdowns  while 
Walker  set  two  conference  punting 
records  and  kicked  four  field   goals. 

Johnson  also  set  two  conference 
records.  One  was  his  84-yard  touch- 
down run  against  Delta  State  (long- 
est run  from  scrimmage)  and  his 
184-yard  performance  against  North- 
east Louisiana  (most  rushing  yards 
in  one  game). 

Walker  boomed  seven  punts  for  a 
49.1  average  in  the  Delta  game  to 
set  new  records  for  the  conference 
and  Northwestern.  His  68-yard  punt 
against  Delta  was  the  third  longest 
in  school  history  and  the  longest 
ever  by  a  GSC  player.

Mrs.  Mary  Taggart  Active  In  Equal  Rights  Movement 


FULLERTON,  CALIF.— Mary  Ann 
Taggart's  involvement  in  Human  Dig- 
nity, or  more  commonly  referred  to 
as  the  Equal  Rights  movement  in 
California,  was  born  from  what  she 
calls  Christianity  and  her  interpre- 
tation of  what  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  says. 

"Having  grown  up  as  a  female  in 
a  white,  middle  class  society,  Protest- 
ant Ethnic,  where  strata  were  tightly 
drawn  in  social  confrontations,  the 
challenge  presented  to  all  of  us  10 
years  ago  and  how  we  chose  to  re- 
spond was  a  tremendous  turning  point 
in  my  life,"  said  Mrs.  Taggart,  a  1949 
Home  Economics  Education  graduate 
of  Northwestern  and  the  wife  of  an 
Aerospace  Engineer  with  North 
American  Rockwell  where  he  is  in- 
volved in  the  NASA  program,  in- 
cluding Apollo,  Skylab  and  the  new 
Space  Shuttle. 

"I  feel  I  chose  a  positive  response 
to  Human  Relations  and  Human  Dig- 
nity when  I  became  involved  with 
grass  roots  Human  Relations  organi- 
zations that  promoted  equal  housing, 
employment,  education  and  the  op- 
portunity for  every  human  to  find 
himself  in  a  negotiable  position  in 
life  and  not  one  which  is  either 
down  and  under  or  over  and  above 
another  person." 


Mary  Ann  Taggart,  whose  involve- 
ment in  the  Equal  Rights  movement 
in  California,  has  been  a  turning  point 
in  her  life,  is  also  an  expert  in  the 
art  decorative  knots,  Macrame'.  Here 
she  makes  a  hand  or  shoulder  purse. 
Mrs.  Taggart,  a  1949  graduate  of 
Northwestern  who  designs  and  sells 
her  own  crafts  kits,  attends  and  par- 
takes at  art  festivals  and  has  had 
her  crafts  displayed  in  banks  and 
decorator  shops  in  California. 


Mrs.  Taggart  has  carried  her  edu- 
cation and  teaching  into  her  role 
as  a  mother  of  three  and  has  actively 
worked  with  equal  rights  movements 
with  housing  and  opportunity  in 
California  through  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  other  community  organi- 
zations. 

She  has  worked  for  equal  oppor- 
tunity and  pay  for  the  grape  workers 
in  her  state.  And  with  all  this  she 
finds  time  to  teach,  design  and  sell 
craft  kits  of  macrame',  the  art  of 
decorative  knots,  designed   by  her. 

Mary  Ann  is  presently  teaching 
macrame'  with  the  FuUerton  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  and  has 
taught  macrame'  with  the  Community 
College  District  in  Fullerton  in  the 
Adult  Education  Program.  She  has 
been  scheduled  to  teach  with  the 
Muckenthaler  Cultural  Center  in  Ful- 
lerton. 

Mrs.  Taggart,  who  met  her  hus- 
band, John,  at  Northwestern  24  years 
ago  and  moved  to  California  in  1952, 
has  continued  her  educational  ex- 
periences in  California  through  the 
Adult  Education  programs  in  Arts  and 
Child  Care  and  several  courses  at  the 
California  State  University  at  Fuller- 
ton  in  Ethnic  Studies  and  Art. 

"My  religious  education  was  en- 
larged through  local  and  leadership 
schools  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,"  Mrs.  Taggart  said. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  she 
is  serving  in  the  capacity  of  Human 
Relations  Chairman  of  the  California 
Congress  of  Parent  and  Teacher  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Fourth  District  (Or- 
ange County). 

In  October  she  brought  together  a 
Black  student,  a  Chicano  student,  an 
American  Indian  student  and  a  fe- 
male Human  Rights  organizer,  all  from 
Fullerton  Junior  Community  College 
and  California  State  University  at 
Fullerton  for  a  panel  entitled  "Hu- 
man Dignity"  for  a  P.T.A.  leadership 
conventionette. 

John  shows  tremendous  interest  in 
all  of  her  involvements,  she  says,  and 
works  out  all  of  the  wood  cutting 
and  designing  that  her  latest  thing, 
woodprints,  might  require.  Woodprints 
are  wood  blocks  or  linoleum  prints 
that  she  designs  and  carves  in  wood 
or  linoleum  and  print  on  100  per 
cent  cotton  muslim  and  a  100  per 
cent  cotton  Home  Spun  for  ponchos. 

"I  am  integrating  and  relating 
Indian  designs  into  my  various  me- 
diums such  as  designs  painted  on 
leather  for  neckwear,"  said  Mrs.  Tag- 
gart. 

John  designed  a  wheel  for  measur- 
ing her  cord  used  in  macrame'  that 
has  proven  itself  completely  invalu- 
able, she  says. 

The  Fullerton  Director  of  Parks  and 


Recreation  has  already  co-operated 
with  Mary  Ann  in  the  building  of  her 
Navajo  loom.  The  director  braved  a 
tree  climbing  experience  to  obtain 
two  Eucalyptus  forked  branches  and 
cross  pieces  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction "as  I  would  like  the  feel  of 
an  authentic  Navajo  loom  in  our 
home,"  she  said. 

This  latest  involvement  has  been 
inspired  by  a  camping  trip  to  Flag- 
staff and  Sadona,  Ariz.,  and  on  to  the 
beautiful  Indian  reservations.  "Camp- 
ing is  expanding  our  visions  into 
other  cultures  every  day,"  she  admits.

Don  Beasley,  1964  graduate  and 
former  assistant  basketball  coach  at 
Northwestern,  has  been  appointed 
assistant  basketball  coach  at  Jackson- 
ville (Florida)  University,  one  of  the 
major  powers  in  the  nation. 

Beasley  was  assistant  basketball 
coach  under  Tynes  Hildebrand  for 
five  seasons,  until  moving  to  Middle 
Tennessee  last  year  as  assistant  coach. 

The  30-year  old  Beasley  was  a  form- 
er basketball  standout  at  Natchito- 
ches High  School,  and  later  starred 
in  football  as  a  quarterback  four 
years  at  Northwestern. 

He  received  his  bachelor's  degree 
in  1964  and  his  master's  degree  in 
1966.  Beasley  was  initially  a  graduate 
assistant  to  Hildebrand.  He  is  married 
to  the  former  Georgia  Blair  of  Shreve- 
port. 


Security  Agency  Left  Amy  Norman  Many  Memories 


SILVER  SPRINGS,  Md.— Amy  G. 
Norman  never  considered  her  life  in- 
teresting enough  to  write  about.  How- 
ever, she  understood  the  significance 
of  her  job  with  the  National  Security 
Agency,  which  provides  a  security 
service  for  the  United  States  and  its 
Allies. 

Miss  Norman  retired  from  NSA  on 
July  31,  1970,  after  26V2  years  with 
the  agency.  During  this  time  she 
worked  as  a  professional  cryptanalyst, 
cryptologist  and  mathematician  in 
support  of  mechanical  and  electronic 
engineers. 

According  to  Miss  Norman,  1931 
graduate  of  Northwestern,  a  crypt- 
analyst is  a  person  who  deciphers 
codes  or  secret  arrangement  of  let- 
ters or  words.  A  cryptologist  studies 
writings   in   secret   characters. 

How  did  she  become  associated 
with  NSA? 

During  1942-43  the  Army  and  Navy 
sent  agents  to  colleges  and  universi- 
ties throughout  the  nation  to  recruit 
workers  (military  and  civilian)  for 
their  newly  formed  agencies  to  work 
in  security. 

"I  had  gotten  my  master's  degree  in 
mathematics  at  LSU  in  the  summer 
of  1942,"  she  recalls.  "In  January, 
1943,  while  I  was  teaching  at  Haugh- 
ton.  La.,  I  received  a  letter  from  the 
Signal  Corps  saying  my  name  had 
been  submitted  by  the  mathematics 
department  at  LSU  as  a  possible 
employee  for  the  Army  Security 
Agency.  I  was  offered  a  job  as  a 
research  analyst  in  cryptography.  I 
reported  to  work  at  Arlington  Hall, 
Va.,  on  Feb.  1,  1943." 

Miss  Norman  went  through  a  period 
of  six  weeks  training  taking  courses 
in  elementary  cryptography.  During 
this  time  a  security  check  was  made 
on  her  past  life  and  her  character 
in  general.  After  her  security  clear- 
ance was  completed  by  the  FBI,  she 
was  assigned  to  work  with  a  special 
group  of  mathematicians.  "Our  real 
training  was  really  achieved  by  this 
'on  the  job  experience,' "  she  said 
"With  discipline,  a  little  imagination 
and  a  lot  of  patience  and  persever- 
ance we  achieved  results.  We  reveled 
in  our  successes  and  were  pleased  by 
the  recognition  we  received.  Each 
success  was  described  and  became 
material  for  training  new  recruits." 

After  the  war,  said  Miss  Norman, 
some  of  the  workers  returned  to  their 
former  jobs.  The  others  were  en- 
couraged to  continue  working  at  the 
Agency.  "In  1946  new  objectives  were 
set  up  for  the  Agency  and  it  was 
then  reorganized." 

During  the  26V2  years  she  was  with 
NSA,  Amy  came  in  contact  with  people 
at  the  Agency  who  are  known  nation- 
ally in  the  security  field  of  activity. 


"I  also  came  in  contact  with  mathe 
maticians  who  are  nationally  known 
but  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  reveal 
their  names  because  they  still  serve 
as  consultants  for  the  Agency,"  she 
said.  "Many  of  the  NSA  executives 
moved  up  to  their  positions  from 
areas  where  they  had  been  partici- 
pants in  the  group  activities.  I  knew 
and  had  worked  with  many  of  these 
top  officials.  As  executives  they  made 
contacts  with  key  workers  and  the 
supervisors."  Miss  Norman  was  a 
supervisor  for  18  years. 

Before  her  employment  with  NSA, 
Amy  taught  high  school  mathematics 
and  science  for  IOV2  years  in  Loui- 
siana. "The  response  I  got  from  my 
students  was  a  happy  experience  for 
me,"  said  Amy,  as  she  looked  back 
over  her  brief  teaching  career  which 
included  six  years  in  Winnfield.  "So 
when  I  left  teaching  I  fully  intended 
to  return  after  the  war.  The  job  here 
(at  NSA)  was  to  be  only  for  the  du- 
ration of  the  war.  Instead  of  folding 
up  after  the  war,  the  security  activi- 
ties remained  in  force  and  has  ex- 
panded. I  remained  here  because  the 
work  was  interesting  and  the  salary 
opportunities  were  very  good." 


Evaluating  her  career  with  NSA, 
she  said,  "The  gratifying  thing  for 
me  in  life  has  been  meeting  people 
rather  than  personal  gains.  I  fell  for- 
tunate in  having  had  an  opportunity 
to  meet  and  work  with  the  people  at 
NSA.  It  was  a  selected  group  of  people. 
Each  employee  had  been  .screened  by 
the  FBI  before  being  assigned  to 
duty  and  mo.st  of  them  had  a  very 
good  academic  background.  It  was  a 
compatible  group  and  we  even  en- 
joyed our  social  activities  together 
(and  still  do)." 

What  was  most  gratifying  about 
her  job  with  NSA?  "When  I  was  first 
assigned  to  my  job  I  found  that  my 
co-workers  were  from  various  parts 
of  the  United  States,"  said  Amy.  "Most 
of  them  had  college  degrees  or  gradu- 
ate degrees  and  most  of  them  had  been 
with  the  agency  less  than  three 
months.  We  all  learned  together  and 
worked  together.  In  fact  we  worked 
as  a  group — with  no  thought  of  self 
satisfaction  but  with  the  idea  of  pro 
ducing  results.  We  were  able  to  work 
very  effectively  as  a  team.  It  was  a 
gratifying  experience  to  meet  these 
people  and  to  be  able  to  contribute 
to  many  of  the  group  efforts  of  NSA."
